Accordingly, there is no teaching or suggestion for "estimating the 
quality of at least part of the first and second routes, wherein the at least a part of the first and 
second routes is at least one of the other non-radio link segments", as expressly recited in 
independent claim 1 1 . 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfiilly submitted that 
independent claim 1 1 is allowable over APA, and Kito, in view of Gilbert. 

Dependent claims 2-10 and 12-47, each being dependent on one of independent 
claims 1 and 1 1, are deemed allowable for at least the same reasons expressed above with respect 
to independent claims 1 and 11. 

Support for new claims 40-47 is found on page 8, line 17 to page 9, line 8. 

The application is now deemed to be in condition for allowance and notice to that 
effect is soUcited.

claims.
